DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 

fails to show a system comprising a multilevel quantized feed back stage including an analog- 
trimmed nonvolatile reference circuit and analog nonvolatile reference current sources as called 
for in claims 1 and 10; and adjusting the MSB reference current source to provide a reference 
current that matches the lower-order combined current as called for in claims 19 and 25. 
Therefore, claims 1-30 are presently allowed.
